ANOTHER VSl'O. 


President Hayes sent in another veto mes- 


sage yesterday, »ml the Democratic caucus 
bill goes to tbo wall. This was culled B com- 
promise, hut RS suggested .in tho Daily News 
when reported,it was made up solely by ono 
of the contending parties and wholly after 
its peculiar Ideas. In no true eouso cnu it 
bo considered a compromise measure for it 
was, taken as ft whole, much moro objec- 
tionable than tLe original bill. Tho main 
object of its originators and supporters was 
not to prevent the presence of the military 
st tho polls, hut to strike nt tho supremacy 
of the Federal Government and advanoo tho 
doctrine of state's rights as held by the 
disciples of John 0. Calhotm and Jefferson 
Davis. lu view of this fact thero is hniple 
justification for a voto, ami tho President 
would be derelict in duty if be did not re- 
turn such a bill with his objections. It is 
evident that this is uot tho time to concodo 
anything to those who are endeavoring lo 
reduce the General Government eo that it 
will bo practically only n nullity in tho pub- 
lie affairs of tha Union. 
The bill smacks 


something of sharp practice, and looks like 
an expedient to attain, by an apparently 
simple, harmless measure, ends that may 
seriously interfere with the administration 
of justice and the execution of national 
laws.

gress President Hayes reasons soundly.
